LYMPIA, WASH. Nov. | 
9.—The final draft of| 
Washington’s proposed new 





motor vehicle code, to be intro- - 
duced at the 1927 session: of! 


the State Legislature in Jan- 
uary, has been practically 


completed. 

The new code, instead of being 
contained in a2 single bill, will be 
divided into four, to expedite pas- 
sage. One bill will cover registra- 
tion of motor vehicles, one will 
cover issuance of motor vehicle op- 
erators’ licenses, one will provide 
for the issuance of certificates of 
title and one will regulate the op- 
eration of motor vehicles. 

Task of revising the code pre- 
sented at the special session of the 
Legislature last winter has been 
performed by Fred R. Boynton, at- 
torney for the Automobile Club of 
Washington. Representatives of 
the various organizations sponsor- 
ing the code held an all-day meet- 
ing at Seattle recently at which 
the measure was studied and dis- 
cussed. 

Among the organizations advo- 
cating passage of the code are the 
Automobile Club of Washington, 
the Washington Automotive Trades 
Association, the County Engineers’ 
Association, the Washington State 
Chamber of Commerce, the Wash- 
ington Motor Freight Association, 
ment and the Washington State 
the Seattle Truck Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, the state license depart- 
ment, the state highway depart- 
ment and he Washington State 
Good Roads Association.

EIGHTS and SIXES 
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| Out on the Coast

Los Angeles, Nov. 9.—A chat

when followers of European 
makes regarded the American 
cars of those days in a cynical 
patronizing way that really had 
some excuse in the unbroken 
serics of fore'gn victories in our 
early speed competitions, scts 
me once more to reminiscing. 
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Augmented Respect 

HATEVER may be the status of the United States in| 

the affections of the European nations, there never 

was a time when we stood higher industrially. While our | 
overseas friends may not care for our position as a creditor, | 
nor admire us for other phases of our national activities, 
they do realize that our industrial development offers possi- 
bilities for imitation. 

We have this on the authority of George F’. Bauer, secre- 
tary of the export committee of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, who has just completed a survey of 
conditions abroad that took him pretty well over the entire 
continent and the British Isles. 

“Industrially, the United States has never enjoyed a 
greater respect and admiration in Europe than now,” 
Mr. Bauer said the other day. “Manufacturers im all 
kinds of businesses are studying the principles by which 
mass production was made successful in America and 
endeavoring to apply them to-their purposes.” 

We know that American methods have already made 
strong headwa¥ in France and England. Citroen in France| 
will produce upward of 60,000 cars this year, and he is 
doing it by adaptations of American methods of production. 
Morris in England will turn out more than 60,000 cars, and 
he again is successfully adapting American production ideas. 

In the mean time, our own manufacturers are now pro- 
ducing cars designed to fit the specific needs of European 
owners. They will be able to sell these at prices that will) 
give European manufacturers keen competition, even when | 
the latter are working on a production basis and for their 
home markets. A very pretty little battle for automotive 
business is developing, and we shall be compelled to do our 
best to hold our own. We may, however, trust our manu- 
facturers to make that best a little bit better than the top 
mark of any one else. 














Finance Meeting 


N November 15 in Chicago the annual meeting of the| 
National Association of Finance Companies will open. | 
It would be hard to overestimate the importance of this meet- | 
ing to the well being of the automotive industry. A most| 
impressive list of speakers has been arranged for, including | 
Alfred Reeves of the National Automobile Chamber of Com-! 
merce and C. A. Vane of the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association. 
On the correct solution of the many problems that 
arise from time to time with regard to the time payment 
purchasing of motor vehicles largely rests the health of 
the industry. By far the largest volume of purchases 
today are made on the deferred payment plan. When 
such purchases are made on a conservative basis as 
regards the needs and income of the buyer, they are 
definitely beneficial. Buying transportation from 
income helps the buyer because it adds to his efficiency. 
It is vitally important that deferred payment transac-' 
tions be maintained on a conservative basis. It is also: 
important that the bulk of such business be flexible. By | 
that we mean, that the volume of time payments must be’! 
susceptible of being expanded and decreased to meet the 
eneral economic condition of the country. Production in 
the automotive industry today is on that basis, and this 
forms one of the strongest girders in the sound position of | 
the industry. The deferred payment business of the industry | 
must be placed on the same foundation of meeting condi- | 
tions as they arise. Such problems as this make the meet-| 
ing of the leaders in the field of automotive finance an| 
extremely important event in the year’s calendar.

Perhaps some of my recollec- 
tions, freshened up a bit by those 
of Marx, may interest some of the 
old timers. 

Most conspicuous 
early importers were, 
Smith & Mabley, who 
were bringing over Panhards, 
*. G. V.’s and Renaults. Later 
that year Renault Freres opened 
a 5th Avenue store of their own. 
Three years later Smith & Mabley 
moved from the old 38th Street 
automobile row to a palatial home 
on the Great White Way near 56th 
Street, which, by the way, first set 
the fashion for the expensive 
Broadway motor car establish- 
ments ,of the _ present. Here 
Mercedes, Austrian, Daimler and 
Peugeot were added to their line. 
I hear from Carlton R. Mabley 
once in a while. He is now Detroit 
bsanch manager of S. K. F. Indus- 
tries, Inc. 

In S. & M. early days foreign 
cars became the fashion with the 
fashionables. I recall Paul Rainey 
paying $18,000 for a Panhard and 
W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., importing a 
“red devil’ or ‘white ghost,” I 
ean’t recall which. Any how it 
was a Mercedes in which, or any- 
how in a car of that make, he later 
made his 39 seconds mile record 
on Ormond Beach. 

The Automobile Club of America, 
millionaires in those days, leaned 
mainly to intported cars, Shattuck, 
its president, driving a Panhard. 

Panhard-Levassor soon opened 
an American branch and put it in 
charge of that charming gentle- 
man, Andre Massenat. I well re- 
member the beautiful dinners he 
used to give, particularly the one 
he gave to the first foreign Van- 
derbilt Cup invaders, at which 
watches or clocks, I forget which, 
were the souvenirs. Later Masse- 
nat married great wealth and en- 
tered the banking business, finally 
returning to France to spend his

days in a magnificent chateau. 
Marx tells me that Dumagnon, 
Massenat’s handsome sales mana- 
ger, now runs or did run a restau- 
rant in Paris. 

Hollander & Tangernau first im- 
ported the Fiat, Cornelius Tanger- 
nau being the son of a Royal Bak- 
ing Powder magnate. The old man 
was a dead game sport. I well re- 
member seeing him following his 
roulette fad first at the Beach Club 
at Palm Beach and later at Monte 
Carlo. I record with sorrow that 
young Cornele is now crippled by 
an incurable malady. Later the 
Fiat was not only imported but 
manuufactured in this country by 
Joe Josephs, Ben Eichberg and 
John Lurie. I assume that Lurie 
continues his big automobile equip- 
ment store at Broadway and 59th 
Street. “Ben,” a diamond trade 
magnate, should worry about busi- 
ness. 

“Sid” Bowman, who first intro- 
duced the bicycle to the ‘400” 
through his schools on Broadway 
and at Newport, early got the 
European automobile bug and gave 
up the Pierce for the Clement- 
Bayard, a golden opportunity lost! 
Later he handled the Oakland and 
the Gardiner. He now, I believe, 
sells Packards in The Bronx. 

Alexander Fisher, one of the 
greatest of all motor car salesmen, 
now dead, imported the Rocket- 
Schneider, and E. B. Gallaher, an- 
other crack merchandiser, Richard 
Srajew. Gallaher when I iast 
heard of him, was making some- 


ported Rolls-Royces and sold them 
at 5th Avenue and 60th Street, I 
believe retired. . They are now also 
built in this country at Chicopee 
Fall¥, Mass. 

Bob Fulton, an early importer 
of the Mercedes, later became 
president of Internatidnal -Motors, 
maker of Mack trucks. 

. A. La Roche, a racing crack, 
who died early in the game, a 
natural death, by the way, and not 
by an accident, imported the Dar- 
racq and Lillie, the Itala. The’

No Tariffs Stand in the 
Way, Writer Points 
Out

Chairman Foreign Commerce Division, 
Ohio State University 

In picturesque Danzig, created 
as a “Free City” after the war and 
placed under the control of the 
allied powers, one never wants for 
a@ taxi, and if his desire is for an 
American made car he_ need not 
seek for one long. American made 
automobiles are more numerous 
than any other make. 

Nearly half of the 1,049 passen- 
ger cars are.of the open type and 
about one-third in the sedan class. 
The motor-bus is few in number, 
only seventy-one on January 1,|! 
1926, but it is none the less impor- 
tant as a means of conveyance 
from town to town. Motorcycles 
total 576 and trucks 362. The 
total number of machines is greater | 
than that in any of the neighboring | 
new Baltic republics, although its 
population is notably smaller. { 

The population is 95 per cent. 
German and hence progressive. It 
does not harmonize with the people 
of Poland with whom it shares an!

ahead. The people in the city of 
Danzig number 201,000 and in Dan- |} 
zig Free State 364,000. The size) 
of this population discounts hopes 
for a large automotive market, | 
but should not discourage manu- 
facturers seeking to enlarge their | 
markets everywhere. 

No preferential tariffs stand inj 
the way of American competitors. | 
A free harbor within the port pro- | 
vides for sufficient space for as- | 
sembly plants, if found desirable, | 
and also invites the use of Danzig 
as a distributing center for the | 
eastern Baltic, Poland and parts of | 
central and southern Soviet Russia. ; 
The port has a substantial ship} 
traffic connecting it with all parts: 
of the world. : 

Industries are developing within | 
Danzig as it becomes more and/! 
more the meeting place for Silesian 
coal frcm Poland and iron ore from |

Danzig Free State and Poland. 

While these’ may prove menac-j 
ing in the long run, for the present 
at least they may be largely ig- 
nored.
